*This is a PSA about being an informed youth liberationist. 


When | was four, | looked out the window of my pre-K classroom with grim eyes filled with 
suspicion towards the parent-slavers coming to pick me up. With those grim eyes, | doubted 
their intentions. But | did not fight back then. It wasn’t until now that | look at them with grimmer 
eyes, after learning the truth of human nature, the truth of power and politics, and the hope of 
youth liberation. It’s these grimmer eyes that | wish that | had back then, because if | had those 
grimmer eyes when | was four | would have led my entire pre-kindergarten in rebellion. No, | 
would have led my entire primary school in rebellion. | would have escaped school and rebelled 
at every turn. Now, | write with these grimmer eyes to fight back, but time has already passed 
by. How many kids’ rights would not have been violated if | had those grimmer eyes then? How 
many kids’ rights would not have been violated if every four year old had those grimmer eyes 
then? That’s why | write. So that every four year old will get those grimmer eyes by reading my 
writings and recommended books. So that no oppressive situation is made or kept by 
parent-slavers, so that rebellion never stops and that youth will never be oppressed again. So 
that the kids of the world will be fully, completely, and totally free. 


So read these books | recommend, read these writings of mine, and gain those grimmer eyes. 
Because it is only with those grimmer eyes, only with the whole and true and horrific knowledge 
of the traitorousness of human nature, the truth of power and political survival, and the hope of 
youth liberation that we will win. Only with our eyes grimly staring at the horrific present will we 
achieve a youth liberationist future. 


“Note: to have grim eyes means to suspect the intentions/actions of your parents. To have 
grimmer eyes means to have knowledge of parental oppression, why it must be fought against, 
why organized resistance is the only way to stop it, and why we need a youth liberated future 
where youth aren’t the property of their parents. The words “grim” and “grimmer” are used to 
contrast between the “carefree” view of a kid who has all their information censored and kept 
from them, and the “grimmer” view of a kid who understands how deeply youth are mistreated 
and the urgency of the need to fight back.
